Cloture on 
Space Bill 
Invoked 


Senate Favors 


Anti-Filibuster 
In 63-27 Vote 


WASHINGTON

The Senate today invoked its 


anti-filibuster rule for the first 


tim e in more than 35 years 


and voted to lim it debate on 


the adm inistration's space sat­ 


ellite com munications bill. 


The vote in 
favor of cloture 
was 63-27, three more than the 
two thirds needed. 
The action came on a leader­ 
ship motion to curb a determined 
Democratic talkathon against the 
stalled bill. The dramatic v o t e 
brought the first successful use 
of the cloture rule since February 
1927, when a prohibition measure 
was being debated. 
Even with cloture, the Senate 
still faced days 
of debate and 
voting to clean up action on the 
bill. Each senator still is entitled 
to one hour to speak on the bill 
and all 
amendment 
combined. 
More than 200 amendments have 
been introduced. 
The cloture vote marked the 
first showdown in the gpgry con­ 
troversy over the communications 
bill which has snarled the Senate 
in dispute for more than a month. 
Private Space Company 
The bill, opposed by a bloc of 
filibustering 
l i b e r a l s , 
have 
created 
a 
privately owned but 
government - supervised corpora­ 
tion to operate a apace communi­ 
cations system exemplified by the 
recent 
success 
of 
the 
Telstar 
satellite. 
The long-awaited vote posed a 
trying test for many senators who 
traditionally have opposed cutting 
off debate. 
Sen. Milton R. Young, R-Nd., 
told the Senate that in voting to 
gag debate: That "it is with great 
reluctance that I will for the first 
time vote for cloture and 1 hope 
it will be the last tim e." 
However, Young said, “ we must 
get this program going at once.” 
The bill has “ received unusual 
scrutiny and examination" by the 
Senate, he said. 
Dispute Over Give Away 
The determined opponents con­ 
tend 
it 
would 
create

away monopoly dominated by the 
American Telephone & Telegraph

Senate Leader Mike Mans­ 
field

leaders hotly disputed this charge. 
Before the vote, Sen. Frank J. 
Lausche, D-Ohio, said he w a s 
voting for cloture because "this 
entire proceeding has turned into 
a circus.” He said it was “ fitting 
for a carnival" but not for the 
Senate. 
'The Soviet is orbiting. We’re 
filibustering," Lausche declared. 
But Sen. Wayne L. Morse, D­ 
Ore., charged that opponents of 
the bill appear 
to be avoiding 
public discussion. He also said in 
a statement that “ there seems to 
have been a blackout by the press 
regarding the underlying issues in 
this controversy.”

The General and The Professor 


WASHINGTON. D.C. - Gen­ 
eral Maxwell Taylor and Pro­ 
fessor Denna Fleming have lit­ 
tle in common except that both 
wrote books which have come 
hack to haunt them — but the 
General has laid the ghost and 
the Professor has not. 
At the Senate Armed Services 
committee the other day Tayior 
gave a broad grin and said that 
he'd tried, in preparation for 
this hearing, to reread "The Un­ 
certain Trumpet,’’ which was 
written some three years ago— 
"But I found it very heavy 
going,” he admitted. 
Written in Anger 
Taylor wrote his book in an­ 
ger after resigning his post as 
Army Chief of Staff under the 
Eisenhower regime. In it he 
came out for a one-man head of 
the military staff to replace the 
something - for - everybody 
Joint Chiefs of Staff where, in 
practice, one service often gets 
automatically outvoted by the 
others. 
In the early Eisenhower davs, 
with Admiral Radford (1953-57) 
and Air Force General Twining 
(1957-60) as chairmen, the Army 
was always in the minority when 
it came to getting missions and 
weapons. 
Back in President 
Truman's time, with General 
Bradley as chairman, the Navy 
was underdog, and suffered the 
cancellation of a supercarrier on 
a 3 to 1 vote which was a very 
expensive mistake. 
Taylor's thesis in favor of one 
all-service Chief of Staff, with an 
eye to the whole military field, 
has a lot of merit, but it runs 
into charges of "dictatorship" on 
Capitol Hill. So when Taylor 
came up last week for confir­ 
mation as chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs, Senator Margaret Smith 
asked him if he now intended to 
try for the centralized power 


suggested in his book — and 
Taylor had to make a good-hum­ 
ored retreat. 
An Open Mind 
He retreated also from his po­ 
sition against "massive retalia­ 
tion” by saying that if the Rus­ 
sians ever launched a nuclear 
attack in Europe, "We would use 
everything" in return. T i m e 
doesn't stand still, Taylor said, 
and he was returning to the Pen­ 
tagon with an open mind. The 
General’s replies reassured the 
Senators, but it was his easy 
good humor which carried the 
day. 
Professor 
Fleming's 
book, 
"The Cold War and Its Origins,” 
was published in 1961 
and 
jumped into the news during the 
Senate probe of the administra­ 
tion's alleged No Win policy. 
This is a two-volume opus of 
1158 pages, and it labors might­ 
ily to prove that the USA and 
her allies are mainly at fault in 
the postwar conflict with Rus­ 
sia, that we are losing because 
wc are wrong, and that Russia 
is winning because she is right. 
Such material, of course, is 
fodder to pacifists and appeasers 
at home, and it is manna to the 
Communists. The book reviews 
pretty generally followed the 
ideological lines from Left to 
Right among American critics, 
with the Communist parly's "Po­ 
litical Affairs” last November 
hailing it as, "An American 
scholar's great contribution to 
Peace.” 
Action Under Way 
Well, recently the University 
of Southern Florida, at Tampa, 
considered adding Dr. Fleming 
to its staff. Since I had written 
on "The Cold War and Its Ori­ 
gins” earlier in the year, some­ 
body brought the matter to my 
attention. Senator Smathers was 


out of town when I asked his of­ 
fice for a reaction on Fleming's 
probable appointment to a job in 
the Florida educational system. 
By the tune I caPed for an opin­ 
ion from Spessard Holland, the 
State's senior Senator, action 
was already under way. Holland 
had phoned the University Presi­ 
dent, Dr. John Allen, who was 
absent, but he talked to Dean 
French. The Dean admitted that 
"we had been considering Flem­ 
ing." but that upon learning 
what the Professor had written, 
"negotiations were dropped.” 
It isn't likely that a profes­ 
sional historian like Dr. Flem­ 
ing could or would repudiate a 
work of the size, content and 
"documentation” of his thesis. 
He must have read a million 
or more pages in research. He 
has culled quotations from top 
American authorities — Walter 
Lippmann. Herbert Matthews, 
George Kennan, Brooks Atkin­ 
son — whenever their clipped 
or isolated paragraphs seemed to 
prove that Russia had rights in 
East Europe, the Balkans, atom­ 
ic diplomacy, and that our side 
had erred. 
The book, which I have read 
only in part, is a monument to 
contrarimindedness and stands 
as a fine compliment to its fair- 
minded publisher (who a l s o 
brought out "Advise and Con­ 
sent” and more recently Lewis 
Strauss’ "Men and Decisions”) 
and to the American warranty 
of free expression. 
Still, in Dr. Johnson’s words 
every man has a right to his 
opinion, and the next man has 
a right to knock him down for 
it. These are two embarrassing 
books, under the circumstances. 
One author had to rise above 
what he’d written to get a job. 
The other author couldn’t do that 
—and couldn't get the job, either. 


I'll bet there are many 
To whom it's a m ysl’ry, 
Why we are marking 
This day in our hist’ry.

This is V-J day, celebrating 
that day 17 years ago on August 
14, 1945, when the Japanese de­ 
cided that they had had it.

V-J DAY stands for Victory in 
Japan just as V-E Day, which 
comes a bit earlier, is for Vic­ 
tory in Europe. 
It is probably b e t t e r all 
around that we call it Victory 
in Europe, rather than Vi tory 
in Deutschland. That could be 
confusing and might be misin- 
terpretated. 
A week before the Japanese 
yelled "Uncle" which was what 
the kids in my day said when 
they’d had enough, the Russians 
first indicated they planned to 
be difficult. 
With the enemy on his knees 
and, as the more erudite say, 
almost hors de combat, Stalin 
jumped on him to make sure 
of a cut in the spoils. 
V-J DAY should be of special 
significance to Palm Springs. 
Like every other spot in the 
nation it had marked time for 
four years, putting all of its en­ 
ergy into the war effort 
And the minute it recovered 
from the hangover of the vic­ 
tory celebration, it got busy on 
long-delayed expansion. 
Seventeen years ago today, 
our assessed valuation was 
around $8 millions. Today k is 
$80.5 millions plus. That's more 
than ten times as much in 17 
years which is a pretty fair av­ 
erage in anybody’s book. 
YEAH, TODAY is a good day 
to celebrate. We aren’t out of 
the woods yet so far as the 
threat of war is concerned and 
Russia is being more difficult 
than ever. 
But it's the day that really 
started Palm Springs and the 
Desert Empire on the way.
